And If you oan t a van Map to It that X receive 
copies of your originals that oan be read, if you” can t supervise simple, competent 
xeroxing, southing I've had dene sore than adequate!? by a 14-year-old boy who newer 
touched a machine before, don^t you think it is tine to turn yeur badge in? 

So you will not have any basis for sauteing I'm exaggerating I enclose the copy you 

J ava no of the worksheets for Section 60. Xt is not atypical. Some later ones were woree. 

t is merely that when 1 same to trying to use It I grew angry enough to separate it so 
you oan see for yourself. Mow you generate this as an original record. There is no reason 
why without special effort this should not be legible when X receive it. X doubt there is 
a reason why you oannot give me a xerox of the original. let X oan't sake sene of this out 
with a magnifying glass end this record is indispenstbls to what 1% is now a euphemism 
to deaorlbe as ay rights and asking for honest compliance. (i will ad d ress this in detail 
later If not below because I want to try to get this to you in time for you to see to It 
that this kind of abuse by xsrex ends ieoMdiatsly.) 

After you have examined this I would appreciate It if you return it to with the 
next serials. X also ask for the replacing of the worksheets Of the last two batches. My 
reason for wanting it baok la ao that "la oan, if necessary, give the seas ana I've shown 
you te the Judge. 

While for the most port the recent Serials have not been xeroxed so that sous would 
be eliminated, it has happened, ss the sample I've already mailed you shows. Maw your 
people have merely set the machine on over-exposure eo the espies are unclear, hard to 
rsa te cad sometimes impossible to read. X have made enough copies and examin ed enough 
oopiee in recent yeaxa to be absolutely curtain that good clear originals have been 
overexposed te sake them bard to read. Whan one of these abuses follows Immediately on 
the other it is dlffloul to avoid tbs suspicion this la deliberate. If it is not then it 
is incompetent and oontaoptuous. And den^t tell me the FBI does not know how to operate 
xerox saohlnae children oan operate. 

While wider the Aot why X went any record is the bnnlmeee of no official of any rank 
I wunt you to ua&erstand folly. All of those and all ay other records are to be deposited 
as a permanent, unofficial archive in a university system. 1 have already began this. I ea 
expecting the professor who is in charge this weak. Ha is com ing to taka some of the older 
records baok with him. X want these records to be as legible as possible for all those who 
will consult them in the future. For the sows reason 1 want them to be as full as possible. 
Absent sons compelling need they should be, in my view. X also believe that ay giving all 
of ay work away, including all the records X obtaii under FOXA, la completely in accord 
with the desires of the Congress when it psassd and amended the Aot. In turn this requires 
competent xeroxing and due diligence and good faith in oompllanos. 
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While in mm in^t*moo» 1 m aware that thoaa whoa® training includes an empheais 
on secrecy* whether Mt not it is neoesoaxy* » ay have difficulty with the snot lan gua ge 
of the investigatory-file examptlontyou never quota it v«rbafcim) X believa that aepeoinlly 
in an histo ri c*! 0*0* of this nature and in the light of the statements by t)*e Judge and 
ttoa Attorney ty*o*ral there is neither need nor sanction for those withholdings I'll list* 
They do not involve eearet lnforaante or processes and in virtually no case whet wan not 
available free say other spurs*. In a lnrgv number of inatanoea the information wus a^d* 
available in earlier Sections end Serials* In ns caee iu there a real privacy issue • and 
the word you always unit is "unwarranted." You have bean trying to rewrite this eaeeoptien 
through os again, hot only will 1 oppose this on the district court level* an X will, hut 
i urge you to read the appeals court' a decision In ay a 0. 75-2021 . I believe it state* 
teat oaa he expected of that court. X«u night also want to ask John Silty what seas of 
the jadga* astwally said in oral arguments. * 

In general 1 believe that in all thia tins 1 have net received a single record that 
was withheld and referred to either the he pax taunt or any other agency. After sore than 
eight month* X think there has been ample time* particularly because some males as claim 
ton a booklet* 

In Section (3. Serial 4675 - this appears to withhold the public and the released* 
tbs esse of obtaining papers in ®enada. One example is long Interviews with Benny 
Edmondson* released. 

4794* the withholding* relating to Raymond Curtis continue. 4826 la not tbs only 
released Serial relating to his own efforts to sad any question of prlvaoy* me that la 
reality never existed. Se sought the Johnson Publishing Co. and its Ebony magazine out. 

They brought this to the Bureau** attention. Curtis* by nas* and £ith abundant lies* 
become a major oharaotor In Qeorge hoHillan'a boute on James Sari ay, indexed and with you 
supposedly using that index. Withhold this oan be ascribed to the misuse of these s moo rd s 
in the GW report. 

In Section 64 your analytdpts are still withholding hie name. In same oaess It warn 
then written in. Thin is but one of many Illustrations of ths Intent* the oonpatanoe or 
Jftte analysts or both. And this months after it was disclosed In earlier Serials* net 
just In publio of the extensive promotional efforts* including ceaeb-to-ooast ST with 
regard to *oltillan'« book. Trtw also in otter Serials* many. 

It Is trus of other known and relaaaeMisnse In these and following Sections as It 
«M in earlier Beotian*. 

In 4845 tbs nones of the Bureau of Prison officials masked earlier are not masked. 

The earlier once have not been replaced. The names were not written in. But they wore 
public* published* too. If there ewr was any propriety in classifying this record 
secret I believe the roqui resents of the Bxgeutlve Order were not net in wise sing it.

Yet someone want to all the trouble to withhold and it was supported on appeal review. 

Beginning with 4853 there are references to nemos not provided here* references to 
Bay's correspondence about counsel when the oorrea p o nd ease also is net be r e -a n d it was 
provided to the TO. The exemption claimed for these interception* ie 7(h). 1 doubt it 
oen he applied but In any even^tte feet end the method of this are all public* in the court 
records. Jim and I established the whole aaehdne* ooaplete with the order os bow key's 
rights would be violated and who in ths UA* s office would do the xeroxing. We obtained 
samples of these counsel lnteroeptlons with all counsel add even wit the Judge. 1 believe 
that on this addition^hasis any such withholding can t be justified and ie unnecessary.

In several serials at this point 7(C) and (l>) ars invoke to withhold what it does 
appear^ does not meet the requirements of the exemption* Examples 4890,4892, 439B* One 
of the withholdings is related te internal bickering. 

In Section 66 all of Serial 4919 is »itlih&ld* flo exemption is claimed* What had bean 
written under "fteaakfes" was erased* .

Whore 
hia name in written back in it la sometimes illegible, mostly due to the cars ©xeroiaed in 
making poor xerox copies* Aside from this the waste of time and money has accumulated lute 
a considerable gum* First you pay pupple to do wrong and withhold what should not be 
withheld, than there is the time tkicen to make copies, then the writing back in-not often 
enough* and then more copies. Is it not past time for the Bureau to be questioning itself 
on this in particular?
